Students  Are  Given 
Beneficial  Advice 

Dean  Brandenburg  Issues 
Comments  on  Selective 
Service  Regulations. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Brandenburg,  dean  of 
the  faculty,'  issued  a  bulletin  last 
week  of  particular  interest  to  men 
students.  Ills  comments  on  college 
credit  and  Selective  Service  regula¬ 
tions  are,  in  part,  as  follows: 

"In  answer  to  numerous  questions 
about  the  credit  of  a  student  who 
withdraws  from  college  before  the 
close  of  the  quarter,  a  grade  of  ‘De¬ 
lay’  will  be  given  in  all  courses. 
Partial  credit  is  not  given,  nor  Is  It 
lost. 

Catalogue  Requirements 

"Quoting  from  the  current  cata¬ 
logue  page  18:  ‘A  delay  (Del.)  must 
be  removed  within  one  calendar  year 
after  the  end  of  the  term  in  which 
the  delay  was  made,  not  counting 
time  spent  in  military  service,  or 
it  will  automatically  become  a  U 
grade.’ 

"Selective  Service  regulations  in 
effect  this  date  stipulate  that  there 
shall  be  a  postponement  of  induc¬ 
tion  until  the  end  of  the  current 
school  year,  May  24,  1951,  for  any 
student  who  registered  at  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  fall  quarter,  provided  he 
had  completed  at  least  one  year  of 
college,  is  puisuing  a  course  of  study 
within  his  competence,  and  is  eur? 
rently  doing  average  to  superior 
work  in  it,  and  provided  further  that 
his  decision  to  attend  college  this 
year  i\as  made  not  later  than  Aug-: 
ust  1,  1950. 

Inductions  May  Be  Postponed  "* 

“The  Selective  Service  numbers  Of 
some  students  at  this  college,  and 
every  college,  will  come  up  between 
now  and  May  24,  1951.  According 
to  regulations  now  in  effect,  they 
will  be  called  for  physical  examina¬ 
tion,  but  their  induction  will  be 
postponed  until  the  close  of  the 
school  year  provided  the  above  con¬ 
ditions  obtain.  The  student  must 
request  the  postponement,  and  the 
College  will  verify  his  status  as  a 
student  in  good  standing  if  such  is 
the  case.  This  is  according  to  pres¬ 
ent  regulations. 

"These  Selective  Service  regula¬ 
tions  may  be  changed  today,  tomor¬ 
row,  next  week,  and  again,  they  may 
bo  continued.  The  thing  which 
should  not  be  overlooked  is  that  they 
are  in  effect  now.  Many  students 
are  under  the  impression  that  'a 
notice  to  report  for  physical  exam¬ 
ination  moans  immediate  induction. 
Still  more  unwarranted  is  a  belief 
that  notices  to  report  for  physicals 
arc  virtually  In  the  mail  for  every 
man  now  attending  college.  Tire 
draft  quota  for  the  entire  state  of 
Missouri  for  the  month  of  January 
is  less  than  2,000.’’  .

More  than 
LlO  students  in  a  Freshman  orientation  el'ass  were 
asked  to  stale  the  reasons  .which  played  a  part  in 
their  decision  to  allend  Southwestern. 

Of  till  the  possible  reasons  for  interest  listed, 
recommendations  of  student  friends  who  had  at¬ 
tended  the  college,  of  hi,t»'h  school  teachers,  of  par- 
mils,  and  of  alumni  were  the  most  important. 
Other  often  piloted  causes  wore  visits  to  the  cam¬ 
pus  and  reading  the  college  newspaper. 

Lowest  on  the  list  of  reasons  for  being  at¬ 
tractor!  to  the  school  were  such  publicity  efforts 
as  radio  programs,  college  programs  presented  nt 
high  schools,  stories  in  hometown  newspapers,  and 
speeches  hv  members  of  the  eollege  faculty. 

The  items  that  played  a  part  in  determining 
a  final  choice  were  nearness  to  home,  friendliness 
of  students  ami  faculty,  low  living  costs,  small¬ 
ness  of  size,  and  low  enrollment  fees.  Tho  record 
of  outstanding  graduates,  the  beauty  of  campus,., 
the  repulitiion  of  the  faculty  as  whole,  and  the 
opportunity  for  personal  attention  apparently 
were  not  considered  imporlnnt  deciding  factors.

President  Emeritus  ,Uel  W.  Lam- 
kin  sends  tlic  following  notice  con¬ 
cerning  summer  study  abroad. 

American  college  students  who 
will  have  completed  their  sophomore 
year  not  later  than  June,  1951,  arc 
Invited  to  attend  the  fifth  summer 
session  of  the  University  of  Oslo, 
which  will  be  held  June  23  to  Aug¬ 
ust  4,  1051. 

.  This  session  is  entirely  for  Amer¬ 
ican  and  Canadian  students,  with 
classes  In  English  and  with  an 
American  Dean  of  Students.  The 
three  major  courser,  of  study  arc  as 
follows:  il)  A  general  rurvoy  of 
Norwegian  culture;  (2i  the  Human¬ 
ities;  and  (3)  social  studies. 

Fees  and  personal  expenses  are 
estimated  at  $200.  To  this  must  be 
added  the  cost  of  a  round-trip  from 
the  U.  S.  A.  to  Norway,  $3G0-$400 
in  Tourist  Class. 

The  University  of  Oslo  is  on  the 
list  of  foreign  institutions  approved 
by  the  U.  S.  Veterans'  Administra¬ 
tion.  A  limited  number  of  scholar¬ 
ships  are  available. 

Draft  Boards  Report 
About  Physical  Exams 

Local  draft  boards  report  thal 
some  recruiting  personnel  have  ad¬ 
vised  registrants  who  have  been  no¬ 
tified  to  report  for  physical  exam¬ 
ination  to  request  releases  from 
their  local  boards  for  the  purpose 
of  authorized  enlistment. 

No  local  board  will  give  such  a 
release  to  any  registrant,  since  the 
armed  services  have  ruled'  that  no 
registrant  will  be  accepted  for  en¬ 
listment  after  he  has  been  notified 
to  report  for  armed  forces  physical 
examination  by  n  Selective  Service 
Board. 

The  fact  that  a  registrant’s  phys¬ 
ical  examination  is  more  thnn  120 
days’  old  does  not  in  any  way 
change  his  ineligibility  for  enlist¬ 
ment.

Campus  Prejudice  Is  Discussion  . 
Subject*©!  Convention  Committee

One  of  the  subcommissions  dir-  ’ 
cussed  the  question  of  human  re¬ 
lations.  During  the  discussions,  it 
evolved  that  prejudice  is  one  of  :he 
major  .stumbling  blocks  obstructing 
the  development,  of  better  human 
relations. 

The  fir.*- 1  question  was  concerned 
with  the  source  of  prejudices.  One 
answer  is  liiat  prejudices  are  ac¬ 
quired  from  the  primary  group.  A; 
children,  before  we  have  learned  to 
think  .sufficiently  far  ourselves,  we 
are  easily  influenced  by  what  we 
hear.  Our  observations  of  i he 
people  around  us  and  of  their  ac¬ 
tions  affect  us  as  we  grow  up.  Thus, 
misunderstandings  may  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  us,  and  we  will  not  realize 
until  too  late  that  they  may  be  in¬ 
correct. 

Misunderstanding  Hinders 

Another  answer  to  our  question 
is  that  we  acquire  prejudices  be¬ 
cause  of  a  lack  of  learning  and  un¬ 
derstanding.  If  we  arc  not  careful 
wo  will  point  a  finger  and  po  sibly 
make  fun  of  some  custom  charac¬ 
teristic  of  a  different  culture.  Wo 
are  very  nationalistic  in  the  feeiing 
that  we  arc  right,  and  that  other 
people  are  cud.  This  is  one  of  our 
glaring  American  weaknesses,  cv”i 
though  we  have  dozens  of  nation¬ 
alities  and  cultures  in  our  <-ountry. 

We  have  many  prejudice;,  al¬ 
though  most  of  them  are  unim¬ 
portant  compared  \vi:h  such  preju¬ 
dices  f.s  class,  n.Uionalilv,  racial, 

and . denominational.  It  is  recog-^- 

liizcd  that  education  may  deter¬ 
mine  the  growl  h  of  prejudice.  From 
a  Negro  delegate  in  one  commission 
came  a  good  suggestion  for  those 
people  bothered  with  racial  preju¬ 
dice.  She  said  I  hat  of  utmost  im¬ 
portance  is  our  recognition  of  a'.! 
people  as  individuals,  not  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  p.  race. 

Suggestions  Are  Offered 

The  problem  was  stated  as  fol¬ 
lows;  How  can  people  undertake  to 
overcome  the  prejudice  that  exists 
in  schools,  in  communities,  and  in 
the  world? 

The  following  suggestions  were  of¬ 
fered. 

A.  Start  discussion  with  a  small 
group,  such  as  a  Student 
Senate.

Coin  Collecting  Hobby  Keeps 
Dean  Wintermute  in  the  Chips

Although  most  persons  are  interested  in  collecting  money  primarily 
for  personal  gain  and  security,  Dean  Wintermute,  a  sophomore  from  near 
Blockton,  Iowa,  is  collecting  coins  for  the  fascination  as  a  hobby. 

Dean  began  his  coin  collection* - ■ - - - - - 

about  five  years  ago.  His  reason  common  U.  S.  coins.  This  is  the 


was  practical.  ”1  liked  money,  and 
any  hobby  I  selepted  would  require 
, money,  so  I  selected  one  which  the 
items  collected  could  be  redeemed 
without  any  loss.” 

Although  he  has  a  few  coins 
from  Mexico,  Germany,  France,  the 
Philippines,  Great  Britain  and 
Canada,  his  main  interest  is  in  the 
collection  of  United  States  coins. 
These  range  in  face  value  from  one 
cent  to  one  dollar. 


1913  Liberty  head  nickel.  It  is  so 
valuable  because  there  were  only 
six  coins  issued.  The  innovation  of 
the  Buffalo  nickel  was  the  reason 
for  tiie  small  number  that  year. 

Jefferson  Nickel  Is  Latest 
The  latest  major  change  in  U.  S. 
coinage,  Dean  points  out,  was  the 
issuance  of  the  Jefferson  nickel  in 
1938  by  tho  Roosevelt  administra¬ 
tion. 


Coins  Arc  Mounted 
All  of  the  coins  are  fnounted  in 
books  which  ,haye  holes  punched 
for  the  insertion  of  the  proper  coin, 
and  there  are  separate  books  fot 
various  coin  classifications. 

The  oldest  coin  in  Dean's  collec 
tion  is  a  nickel  which  bears  the 
date  of  1854. 

An  idea  of  the  monetary  value 
involved  in  the  collection  can  be 
gained  by  its  extent.  In  it,  Dean 
has  ten  sliver  dollars,  ten  ftfty-cenc 
pieces,  fifty  quarters,  fifty  dimes, 
thirty  -  five  Liberty  head  nickels, 
sixty-five  Buffalo  nickels,  virtually 
all  of  the  Jefferson  nickels,  fifteen 
Indian  head  pennies,  and  is  lacking 
only  fifteen  cents  of  tiie  entire  ser¬ 
ies  of  Lincoln  head  pennies  issued. 

Lacks  Two  Values 
Dean’s  collection  lapks  two  values 
of  coins  issued  early  in  United 
States  history.  They  are  the  silver 
half-dimes  and  the  two  cent  coins. 

United  States  coins  are  minted 
at  three  places,  according  to  Dean. 
Coins  are  marked  as  to  where  they 
were  mined.  An  “S”  indicates  the 
San  Francisco  mint;  a  “D”,  the 
PenVer  mint;  and  no  letter,  the 
Philadelphia  mint.

Dean  makes  note  that  his  collec¬ 
tion  serves  as  a  ’’piggy  bank” 
which  occasionally  suffers  the  fate 
of  most  "piggy-banks”  in  cases  of 
financial  distress.  In  this  case, 
Dean’s  hobby  serves  as  a  pleasant 
hobby  providing  some  financial  se¬ 
curity  as  well  as  the  fascination  of 
collection,  and  somewhat  more 
rare,  but  always  a  possibility,  the 
locating  of  an  extremely  valuable 
specimen.
